Texas by leaps and bounds. Steps 
must be taken to protect the lives 
and property of the 
innocent. 
There is talk of forcing every car 
owner to carry accident insurance 
I to protect the public.

Ass’n.. declares that you cannot 
| educate the man who thinks he 
is the only driver on the road who 
I uses good Judgment. Then* is a 
great move on to place governors' 
I on all cars so none will run faster 
than sixty miles per hour Each! 
car would carry a sticker on the 
windshield 
showing 
allowable 
speed, til«* speed of each car to be 
determined by its equipment and 
the ability of the driver to drive.

There is coing to be an effort 
made to increase the penalty and 
strengthen the enforcement laws 
Another issue being dhcu^pci 
which is of great im portance is 
the State and Federal control. 
Secretary cf th

genthau stated

was preparing to submit legisla­ 
tion. to be known as a "tax and 
credit" device. 
In other words 
where a duplicate tax was being 
coHee ted by State and Federal 
agent«, as on gasoline, liquor, cig- 
arets and amusements the States 
would cease to collect the tax. 
The Federal Government would 
collect all the taxes in the res­ 
pective fields, then return back to 
the respective States their share. 
Well, this might look good a* a 
glance. Some say Federal adm in­ 
istration is more efficient than 
State, but anyone who is at all 
familiar with the operatioons of 
these alphabetical bureaus of the 
Federal Government know that 
they are grossly inefficient. The 
forty-eight States paid to the Fed- , 
eral Social Security Board last i 
year ninety-seven million dollars,! 
Of this sum only sixty-two mil - ' 
lion was returned to the States, 
in other words tae employes of 
the 
United 
States 
contributed 
thirty-five million dollars to the 
Social Security Board to tell the 
W ar- ! States how th«*y wanted them to 
m ade | run

agencies. In a few words. Mor- 
genthau’s plan simmers down to
